Ezra, whose advent to religious 
leadership In Israel w as described 
in the lesson of S e p t 1, strangely 
disappears from religious and his­ 
toric records for a period of from 
32 to 14 years, until the events des­ 
cribed in the present lesson. 
Just 
where E zra was during that per­ 
iod or w hat he had been doing is 
a m atter of conjecture. 
Som e th in k that he had returned 
to Babylon and a tta c h to such re ­ 
tu rn som e m otive of 
discourage­ 
m ent. T here is n o thing th a t a t all 
decisively Indicates any such 
re ­ 
tu rn or such discouragem ent. These 
years of silence in E zra's life m ay 
be com parable ra th e r to th e 
IS 
years concerning w hich w e have no 
record In the life of Jesus, and to 
th e 11 years of silence In th e Ilfs of 
P aul following his conversion and 
prior to his conspicuous m issionary 
activity. 
A T im s of P re p ara tio n 
Tw elve years is not really a very 
long period in preparation for any 
great enterprise. T he probability is 
th a t during these years E zra w as 
quite active in w ays and 
events 
th a t were not spectacular and th at 
did not call for special record. But 
now he em erges to recorded leader­ 
ship again in a 
g reat 
d ram atic 
event. 
The tim e w as one of m any prob­ 
lem s and difficulties in the re-es- 
tabllshm ent of the Jtw ish com m on­ 
w ealth in Jerusalem In addition to 
all th s Inherent difficulties, 
there 
had been the constant opposition of 
enem ies, w ith ev er-p resen t dangers. 
T here w as m uch to discourage the 
people, and they w ere In a 
favor­ 
able mood for any word of inspir­ 
ation and help. W e m ust rem em ber 
th a t it w as not an age of 
books, 
new spapers and 
pubilo 
libraries,
